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RIEL HANGED. 


Louis D, Riel, the Leader of the Northwest 
Rebellion Expiates His Offense On the 
Scaffold and Dies Game—The Effect of 
the Execution In Montreal and Quebec.

Louis David Riel was executed on the 

.. Scaffold at the barracks of the mounted 

police force near this city for high trea- 

son against the Qacen of Great Britain at 

8:23 a. m. to-day.

“barracks of unauthorized persons was 
Qbserved this mornihy. At one mile 
from the barticks mounted patrols chal- 
lenged all persons and compelied them 
to disclose written passes. Two ether 
lines of guards were stationed at 
points nearer the post, where 
the same precautions -were 
again observed. No one was permitted 
to enter the guard room until 8:12 a. m. 
The scene presented there was that of 
Riel on the scaffuld with Pere Andre and 
Father McWilliams with him, celebrating 
mass. Riel was on his bended knees, 
wearing a loose woolen suriout, gray 
trousers, and a woolen shirt. On his 
feet were mocassins, the only feature of 
kis dress that partook of Indian blood 
toat was in him. 

He received the notice to proceed to 
the scaffold with the same composed 
manoer shown the preceding night on re- 
ceiving the warning of his fate. His face 
was full of color, and he appeared to 
have complete self possession, respond- 
ing to the service ina cleartone. The 
prisoner decided only a moment before 
starting for the scaffold not to make a 
speech. This was owing to the earnest 
solicitation of boih the priests attending. 
He displayed an inclination at the last 
moment to make an address, but Pere 
Andre reminded him of his promise, and 
he then arose and walked toward the 
executioner, repeating his prayer to the 
last moment, the: final words escaping 
him being: 

‘* MERCI JESU.” 

He died without a struggle. Not to 
exceed twenty persons were permitted 
within the confines of the barracks to 
witness the execution, and it was cer- 
tainly performed with decorum and dis- 
patch. His body was taken in charge by 
the Coroner, and the verdict usual to all 
State executions was rendered. 


CABINET OFFICERS BURNED IN EFFIGY. 
MONTREAL, Can., November 17.—After 
the news of the hanging of Riel came, 
flags were put at half-mast on the dome 
of the French-Canadian newspaper of- 
fices, and pictures of Chapleau and other 
French-Canadian Cabinet Ministers were 
exposed in the windows with representa- 
tions of Riel’s blood upon their fore- 
heads. Loud threais were made against 
Chapieau, Langevin, Sir John MacDonald 
and other members of the Government. 
Ata regular meeting of the City Council 
yesterday afternoon Alderman Ganer 
moved a vote of censure upon the Gov- 
ernment for having hanged Riel, and that 
the Council adjourn out of respect to his 
memory. The Council chambers were 
packed witn sympathizers, and after sev- 
eral speeches had been made, the motion 
was carried, two of the seven English- 
speaking aldermen present voting in the 
affirmative, and the Council adjourned. 
Last night a crowd of about 1,000 
French-Canadians assembled on_ the 
Champ de Mars, the number swelling by 
the usual curiosity seekers. Effigies of 
Sir John, Chapleau, Langevin and other 
Cabinet Ministers were burued, and a 
procession was formed and ‘marched 
through the principal streets singing 
‘sLa Marseillaise’’ and carrying mottoes 
inscribed: **To Our Martyr Hero, Riel;”

THE DOGS OF WAR. 


Let Slip By King Milan Over the 
Bulgarian Frontier.

The Initial Skirm!sh Disastrous te the Bul- 
garians—Advancing On Dragoman Pass, 
Where a Sangulnary Conflict 
is Inevitable, 








Lonpon, November 15.—Grim-visaged 
War’s wrinkled front is glowing over 
the Balkan provinces. Servia is at it 
in earnest, and there is not to be child’s 
play. A dispatch received last evening 
says the first actual b#ttle occurred on or 
about noon yesterday at Tru, a little vil- 
lage on the Bulgarian frontier, on the 
road to Viasina, by the advance guard 
coming unexpectedly upon a body of 
Bulgarian skirmishers. The Servians’ 
advance was compelled to halt under the 
heavy fire of the enemy. Reinforcements 
were hurried forward and were met bya 
large body of Bulgarians who had come 


up to support their skirmishers. 
The Servians formed and 
gallantly charge® the Bulgarian 


position, forcing them to retreat after a 
hot fight. The pursuit was kept up for 
some distance. The casualties are not 
known yet, but from what can be ascer- 
tained the Bulgarians suffered severely. 
This first victory greatly elates the Ser- 
vians, who are pressing forward with all 
speed. The first great battle is expected 
to take place this (Sunday) morning, 
when the advance forces expect to reach 
Dragoman Defile.a rocky gorge on the 
frontier. A large force of Bulgarians 
have been concentrated in this pass and 
have thrown up intrenchments. A 
bloody and sanguinary conflict is ex- 
pected. 

At Belgrade it was officially announced 
yesterday that a force of Bulgarians on 
Thursday attacked a body of Servians near 
Viasina, The Servians returned the fire. 
Ten Bulgarians, killed or wounded, were 
Jeft on Servian territory, Several of the 
Seivians were wounded. In consequence 
of the attack of the Balgarljans, the Cabi- 
net on Friday decided to declare war. 
Accordingly peace ended and war began 
yesterday morning, when the Servian 
army moved over the border. Kiog 
Milan has assumed command of the 
Servian army and active operations will 
be begun at once. The Servian army has 
commenced moving forward and an ad- 
vance on Sofia is anticipated. The 
troops displayed much _ enthusiasm. 
The Servian army 18 marching in three 
divisions on Sofia. General Horvatovitch 
commands the left wing, General Losh- 
yeania the right and King Milan the 
center. The whole force is expected 
to concentrate at Sofia on November 22d. 
The roads are covered with snow, re- 
tarding the progress of the army. 

Iispatches from Belgrade state that 
King Milan has informed the powers that 
Servia has declared war against Buigaria 
because Bulgaria arbitrarily attacked a 
position which the Moravia division of 
the King’s troops held in Servian terri- 
torv, opposite the Bulgarian frontier. 

King Milan has also issued a procia- 
mation, which is in substance as follows: 
“Servia can not allow Bulgaria. which 
has already proved a hard neighbor, to 
disturb the balance of power in the Bal- 
kans to her exclusive advantage.’? He 
then alludes to what he calls the unjusti- 
fiable Bulgarian customs duties on the 
frontier; the unlawful seizure of Bregova 
and the encouragement by Bulgaria of 
the Servian rebels condemned for high 
treason. (King Milan here refers probably 
to Peko Pavlovich, the Herzegovinian 
chief, and Pashico, the Servian Radical 
leader who was expelled by King Milan 
from the Skupstschina. Copies of revo- 
Jutionary proclamations signed by these 
m:nand distributed throughout Servia 
were recently found by Servian officials, 
and the latter claimed that they were 
disseminated by the revolutionists under 
Bulgarian protection. This Bulgaria 
denied, claiming that the men were manv 
miles distant from the Servian frontier 
interned in a fortress.) 

King Milan also alludes to alleged IIlI- 
treatment of Servian emigrants in Bal- 
garin; the blockade of the frontier by 
Bulgaria, and alleged attacks by undis- 


ciplined Bulgarian volunteers on the 
Servian people and troops. In conclusion 


the King says: ‘‘I cannot suffer these in- 
tentional provocations, and I therefore 
adopt the policy of open hostility which 
has becn forced upon me by Bulgaria. 
Servia’s just cause now rests on the arpi- 
tramentof arms, the bravery of her 
army, the protection of the Almighty. 
I rely upon my pecple’s patriotism.” 

The various forces of Servia are as 
follows: Field army, 62,088 men with 
264 guns; reserve formations, 12,856 
men with 34 guns; reserve army, or 
Jandwehr, 52,270 men with 120 guns; 
Jandstrum, 45,000 men, or a total of 170,- 
412. officers and men, and 413 guns. The 
infantry is armed with the Mauser rifie, 
improved by Major Mecovanovitch, which 
is of acalibre of 10.15 millimetres. The 
ar‘illery is variously armed with muzzle- 
loaders and Krupp guns. The total cav- 
alry force included in the above, numbers 
4,600 men. 

The Bulgarian field army consists of 
24,000 infantry, 1,400 cavalry, two reai- 
mentsand one company ofartillery, 2,340 
men; a battalion of engineers, 880 men; 
a detachment of train, 2,000 men, and a 
force of gendearmerie, 1,600 men; ora 
total force of 32,220 men with 104 gans. 
The infantry is armed with Berdan rifles 
and the batteries have Krupp guns and 
guns of the latest Rassian pattero. The 
reserve force consists of 24,000 men. 
There are also twelve battalions of land- 
girum of 600 men each, or 7,200 men, 
making a total force of 60,000 men. 
Th re isno want of arms, but there is 
scarcely a sufficient force of cavalry and 
artillery. The cavalry numbers 1,500 
me. The scarcity of officers, since many 
of the Russian o rs returned home, is 
also a setfous matter. Prince Alexander 
is au s0'e and energetic soldier. 

The Eastern Koumelian army com- 
pr ses 18,224 men of the first levy, 19,- 
187 of the second, 23,197 of the reserve 
god 2,422 men of the active reserve, mak- 
i. z a total of 64,030 men. The number 
of officers available is altogetber out of 
pr portion to the namber of men. There 
is uo scarcity of arms, as there ts about 








80,000 Kruka, 7,000 Berdan and 6,000 
Martini-Henry rifles in the province. 
The artillery consists of four guns. The 
Bulgarian arsenals at Rustschuk and 
Rasgrad contain a good supply of arms, 
uniforms and equipments. The arsenal 
at Rustschuk is turning out 60,000 Ber- 
dan cartridges per day in addition to 
ammunition for artillery. 

AT SOFIA. 

Soria, November 15.—The following 
has been issued by the Government: 
“The Servians having invaded Bulgaria 
to-day near Tsaribrod, before declaring 
war, Bulgaria has decided to uphold the 
National cause by all the means at her 
disposal.’ 

{ntense excitement prevails. Active 
preparations are being made te defend 
the city. A number of heavy guns are 
being mounted in available positions 
nee the different roads to the 
city. : 

Prince Alexander, in an order of the 
day to the officers and men of his army, 
says: 

“King Milan has declared war against 
us and has ordered the Servian army to 
invade Bulgaria. Our Servian brethren 
instead of assisting us wish to ruin our 
country. Show your courage now and 
defend your mothers, wives, sisters and 
homes. Pursue and annihilate the 
cowardly, treacherous enemy. Let ‘for- 
ward’ be your battle cry, brethren, and 
may God aid us and grant us victory.” 

Zia Bec, the new Tarkish minister, has 
received an ovation here. The newspa- 
pers recall the fact that his grandfather, 
Mustapha Pacha, was strangled here ia 
1801, on account of protecting Servians. 

EAGER TO FIGHT. 

PHILIPPOPOLIS, November 15.—Great 
excitement and enthusiasm prevails ip 
this city. Troops are being hurried for- 
ward to the defense of Sofla, and the 
War fever which had recently died out is 
again at the highest pitch. 

The Servians commenced operations 
by a vigorous attack on the Bulgarian 
positionat Bewskedol. The cannonading 
still continues. The Servians descending 
from the heights of Dasteheni and Kia 
denetz occupied the Bulgarian villages fo 
Milvelowtzi, Zelene, Gard add Fevontal, 
in the Sun district. They met with no 
opposition. No serious action has yet 
occurred. Bulgarian troops have left for 
the frontier, while others are advancing 
by forced marched from Eastern Roume- 
lia. The Servians have made no hostile 
move in the direction of Widdin. Prinea 
Alexander has telegraphed to the Saltan 
asking his intentions in regard to the 
maintenance of the integrity of ,the Otto- 
man Empire. 


EXCITEMENT AT VIENNA. 


Vienna, November 15.—The greatest 
excitement prevails here over the latest 
news from Servia. War has finally been 


declared and the Servian troops are on 
the march. What the end will be none 
can foresee. The first intimation of this 
action on the part of Servia was received 
here from Sofla last night, but was not 
generally credited until this morning, 
when its confirmation was made by the 
Servian ambassador here. The general 
and most reliable opinions agree that the 
war has been precipitated by the blunder- 
ings of the Constantinople conference. 
Their note to King Milan ordering a dis- 
armament of his troops, which elicited 
his curt and flat refasal, gave no other al- 
ternative; he had to proceed to carry out 
his designs at once, for delay would have 
enabled the conference tocompel him to 
demobilize, which rreant revolution and 
the possible loss of his crown. He de- 
cided on prompt measures. Taking ad- 
vantage of the late Bulgarian raid into 
Viasina, be yesterday morning officially 
announced to Prince Alexander, through 
M. Ranagabade, the Servian envoy at 
Bucharest, that he considered this raid 
an outrageous and unjustifiable a 
which he felt it his duty to resent, an 
war was announced. Prince Alexander’s 
reply was courteous and tothe point, He 
bowed to the inevitable. 

Dispatches arriving here at noon state 
King Milan has issued a stirring address 
to his troops and assumed personal com- 
mand. Belgrade is wild with joy, and 
the troops manifest the greatest en- 
thusiasm. The march toward the Bul- 
garian frontier began at ten o’clock yes- 
terday morning. The following has been 
received as the probable plan of the 
campaign decided on by King Milan. It 
is furnished byan Austrian military st- 
tache on Klong Milan’s staff: The main 
movement will be made directly on Sofa 
by the highway or State road from 


Palanka onthe Danube. Two of the 
largest divisions, composed of the 
flower of the Servian army, 
commanded by the King in 


person, will take this course, as it is 
considered the one where the most op- 
position will be experienced, for not 
only is Sofia strongly defended, bat the 
Dragoman Pass, a most important moun- 
tain defile, thirty-five miles northwest of 
Sofia, is strongly guarded by the best 
of the Bulgarian army. The pass bristles 
with cannon, something which the BSer- 
vians lack sadly, and Prince Alexander 
will be there himself. It is here. that 
the Servians expect to demonstrate thelr 
superior fighting qualities. The pass 
once taken, Southwestern Bulgaria and 
Western Roumelia would be at the mercy 
of the invaders, for Sofia can hardly hold 
against the force Milan has with bim. 


THE OTHER POINT 
to be attacked simultaneously with Sofia 
is Widdin, on the Ecce sn Pa - a 
westero rtion of Bulgarian, 
miles ot of Sofia. Two divisions of 
Servians wili proceed to invest this im- 
portant stragetic point, as it is consid- 
ered the key to Bucharest, aad if taken, 
Prince Alexander would have his flank 
turned and his communications with his 
captal cut off. For two months the Bul- 
gariana have been working night and day 
on these fortifications, and here the mass 
of their artillery is located, including the 
guns lately received. from §Krupp. 
Servians will hardly be sable to taxe it 
without a seige and at all events will get 
a warm reception. :

CABLE SPEAKS 


Address by the Great Author at the 
Meriden Lincoln Club Reception. 


The Lincoln Olub of Meriden, Coun., in 
appreciation of the distinguished services? 
to the colored race by the Aathorof :TL 
Freedman’s case in Equity” ‘The Silent 
South” Mr. Go. W, Cable gavean ele: 
gant banquet in his honor Thursday, Nov, 
5. Among the guests were many of the 
distinguished public men of Conneeticut. 
and of the nation. Among the speeches of 
the evening we clip the following snyopsis 
of the remarks by the honored guest Mr 
Geo. W. Cable, of Louisiana: - 


Mr. President, gentlemen of the Lincoln 
Club and citizens of Meriden: My words 


of thanks bang upon my lips. I know not 
how to express myself for this ill-deserved 
testimonial of your regard. When I ac- 
cepted your invitation I did not think of 
meeting such a gathering as this; I expected 
to meet a few citizens andto grasp their 
bauds in friendship. If Ihad known of 
such apn assembiage I would not have come 
without written words. But take measI 
am and overlook whatever slipsI may 
make. My position reminds me of the little 
girl who insisted apon saying her morning 
piayers in the evening. Her mother tried 
to persuade her that she was wrong, but 
the little one insisted, and ended by saying: 
O, Lord ! that ien’t right, bat I know you 
can fix it .’’ I believe it is sometimes the 
pfivilege of a man to speak for hime*'f, ans 
I presume that it is my privilege ov * 6 
occasion. He emphasized the fact th«: he 
had written his essays, the ‘Freedman’s 
Case in Equity” and “The Silent Sontb,” 
not in the interest of the colored peop'e 
alone, but in the interest of the white race 
as well. Whatever slavery might have done 
for the colored race, tor the white race it 
was simply degrading from first to last. 
For a man to come to an appreciation of 
this tact and not to speak would have been 
bigh treason to his own race, He spoke for 
a large, potential,silent minority of the peo- 
ple of the South, The thoughts he had ut- 
tered were not hisalone. The thoughts of 
the age do nct cometo one man alone, 
Amidall the protestatioa and condemnation 
that have come to him there have come 
many words of encouragement and cheer 
from all parts of the South. The men who 
think with himare not few. They have 
learned many things, They have learned 
that slavery was horrible. They have 
learned that the freedman is protected by 
bis ballot end could not be protected with- 
out it. And they have learned that; with 
the ballot education is necessity. 
In speaking of the cordiality of his recep- 
tion, Mr.°Cable said that he for the first 
time in his life listened to loud acclamations 
of praise and heard the approving echo of 
applause for what be had done in this par- 
ticular case. He'trembled with emotion, 
for the experience was wholly new and un- 
expected. He felt that what he believed to be 
true and what he wrote had made him friends 
ot the colored men, but if ever he might 
find it his duty to speak truths, or write 
truths, that might startle and excite the hos- 
tility of either race or community, he would 
tell the whole truth if it lost him the last 
friend on earth: Suppose a man of my 
convictions had the conceit to stand before 
the world and say that he is the only man 
in the South whe had discovered the truths 
wbose utternances has resulted in my being 


beretosnight. Yon could not credit bim 
with any large quality except a boundless 
personal vanity. Yot'tbatis whata noisy 
portion of the South is trying to make me 
say. The colored race he said, is waiting 
to-day for the higher education to develop 
some man who shail be of such signal ser- 
vice to the nation that by that service he 
will lift his whole race where it mnst per 
force be recognized and valued by the white 
race. ‘To the colored men, he said, when 
the opportunity offered for them to work in 
pencefal ways they should strike not for 
their race exclusively, but in the name of 
humanity and the American people. I bave 
not spoken, he sail, in the interest of the 
freedman, but in the interest of the "human 
race, and in that interest I beseech you not 
fo be tempted 1ato ever drawing the color 
line, 

In conclusioa Mr. Oable referred to the 
craze over industrial edacution. He said it 
was over estimated. Dexterity is 9-10 
thik ing aud 1-10 the work of the finger 
ends. ‘The best education is moral and 11° 
tellectual. Ifa child is thoroughly trained 
in this manner he will not go to the peniten- 
tiary because he is nota good mechanic.

A Cure For Snoring. 


It is related of Sir Humphrey Davy, 
an eminent scientist, that among his 
minor discoveries was a theory of snor- 
ing and a way of curing it. He attrib- 
uted snoring toa dry or parched state 
of the larynx caused by mouth-breath- 
ing, and in an inveterate case he tried 
to cure it by putting a piece of castile 
soap in the mouth of the sonorous sleep- 
er. He found that this plan was success- 
ful—the oily ingredients of the soap lu- 
bricating the larynx, while ‘‘the soda of 
the soap is forcibly expelled in the form 
of strong alkaline language by the 
snorer, who awakens the moment the 
decomposition begins.’’ Soft soap is 
said to be a more powerful remedy for 
the same purpose. Snorers who prefer 
to escape the application of this means 
of cure may do so by retiring with a 
handkerchief tied under the chin and 
over the head, which will keep the mouth 
shut and the throat moist.—Health 
Monthly. 
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An Electro-Glass Piercer. 


A method of piercing glass by the 
electric spark has been brought out by 
M. Fages. A rectangular plate of 
ebonite has a hole drilled in it, anda 
pointed wire put through from beneath, 
until the point is flush with the upper 
side of the plate on which the glass plate 
is placed. This wire is connected with 
one of the poles of an induction 
coil, giving a spark, say, of twelve cen- 
timeters in length. A few drops of olive 
oil are put round the point of the wire 
on the upper end of the ebonite plate, 
before the glass is laid on, care being 
taken that no air bubbles are left in the 
oil. Another wire from the other pole 
of the induction coil is then brought 
over the glass plate just opposite the 
wire through the ebonite, and when the 
coil operates a spark will pass between 
the points of the wires, piercing the 
glass. In this way, by displacing the 

lass, a series of holes can be pierced in 
it.—Cassell’s Magazine.
